“Mathematically, it can be done.

However, it is up to 
individual deans and department 
heads to initiate this process, not 
instructors. 

Wilson believes the ten per cent 
cut the administration wants to 
make will come out of the compen- 
sation base for academic staff. 
Therefore, he is unsure where the 
University will make the proposed 
cuts to salaries. 

“Whether [the cuts] are evenly 
distributed [amongst higher and 
lower paid instructors] remains to 
be seen,” said Wilson. 

When asked if a strike was one 
possible tactic the association would 
use to resist major salary cuts, Wil- 
son noted that provincial legisla- 
tion prevented that contingency. He 
did say, however, that the law did 
not preclude any action deemed 
appropriate by academics in rela- 
tion to given situations. As an ex- 
ample, Wilson said that a ten per 
cent reduction in salary two years 
ina row could be seen as justifiable 
grounds for a strike. He pointed 
out, however, that this was a hypo- 
thetical situation, as he does not 
expect a ten per cent wage cut tobe 
enforced. 

When asked if salary as well as 
budget cuts would force some pro- 
fessors to leave the U of A, Wilson 
responded by saying “it’s already 
happening.”

Private practices are in fact oper- 
ating from the Dentistry building. 

In a Gateway story last week, 
Dentistry dean Norman Wood said 
private practices were no longer 
operating out of his faculty. 

However, though they are still 
practicing, dentists operating out 
of Dentistry who are also profes- 
sors no longer receive funds from 
the on-campus clinic as they used 
to. 

“We are still operating, but we 
are no longer supported,” ex- 
plained Wayne Raborn, a Dentistry 
professor who operates one of the 
private practices at the U af A. 

He said dentists used to get 
money from the clinic to pay for 
secretaries and office administra- 
tion. 

“They [University administra- 
tion] saw that as a special perk we 
were getting,” said Raborn, add- 
ing that the Dentistry faculty coun- 
cil voted on their own to axe the 
funding to quell complaints. 

He noted that keeping current 
through practicing is vital to den- 
tists and assists them in perform- 
ing their teaching duties.

Does this look familiar? Have 
ou ever read advertisements like 
isand wondered what the catch

Both newspapers and readers 
ust be wary with these self-em- 
loyment opportunity ads. 

The Gateway advertising depart- 
ent has been having problems 
ith them. Marilyn King, adver- 
ing manager of the Gateway, has 
eceived three different cheques in 
past few years to pay for ads 
imilar to this; by the time the ad- 
ertisement has been run a few 
mes, the cheque has been re- 
med, stamped “Unable to lo- 
ate.” 

Asked if she thought it was the 
ame people, King said, “Yes, no 
oubt...the whole strategy was so 
uch the same.” 

Recourse in a situation like this 
S difficult, King continued. “We 
ant do anything about it...we’d 
avetohuntthem downand charge 
hem, because it’s a service.” 


As one police detective stated, 
“It’s impossible, for example, to 
steal a haircut. It’s not possible to 
steal labour.” 

Small newspapers with fewer 
resources are prime targets for 
scams such as this. King said now, 
“Tf things don’t really seem to be 
on the level, I put the cheque 
through first, and then run the ad.” 

Larger newspapers such as The 
Journal implement a strict screen- 
ing process for “work at home 
scheme” ads. 

Grace, an employee with The 
Journal's classified advertisements 
department, explained, “If they ask 
formoney through The Journal, they 
must bring all of their information 
to our manager, who will screen 
ads to see what applicants will be 
receiving. As well, these people 
must prepay with a major credit 
card, such as Mastercard or Visa.” 

And what happens to the reader 
who responds to the ad and sends 
his or her money in? 

P. Ross Bradford, president of 
the Better Business Bureau of Cen-

Bradford cited work-at-home 
schemes as “the biggest area of 
concern in 1993, in terms of vol- 
ume of complaints. Most of them 
are bogus.” 

Bradford blamed unemploy- 
ment caused by the recession as a 
key factor in the rising popularity 
of these ads across North America. 

“Students are being subjected 
increasingly to fraud.” 

Better Business Bureau literature 
gives advice to readers on what to 
watch out for in work-at-home 
schemes. 

“If you see an ad in the paper 
offering large earnings for a work- 
at-home job, for which there is a 
great demand, aninitial fee,andno 
experience necessary....,BE CARE- 
FUL! You may end up losing money 
instead of earning it!”

After some wran- 
gling and a threat by Apple that 
they would have no qualms about 
moving elsewhere, the town coun- 
cillors changed their minds and 
granted Apple its requested tax 
concessions. 

On a more personal note, and 
one which many of my fellow 
Comp Sci students may find inter- 
esting, an individual I admire is 
Alan Turing.

Their final song was a hardcore rap ver- 
sion of “Shakey Thing,” which turned into a 
blistering roar by the end. The sweat dripped 
to the floor as the audience shuffled out of 
the Bronx, gleeful that they had a chance to 
explode in the presence of such a talented, 
tight unit. 

Opening local act Onion was less impres- 
sive on the musical scale.

William Douglas knows about all these 
things. Somewhere in 1978, Douglas turned 
his degree in architecture into a desire to 
dance as he trained and performed with the 
Toronto company Dancemakers. The vari- 
ety of techniques Douglas mastered over the 
years lead him to New York, where he 
founded a company in 1986. By this time he 
had perfomed with leading American chore- 
ographers such as Douglas Dunn, and had 
begun doing choreographing work of his own. 

Where did the rage, anger, Eand aggres- 
sion come from? 

Douglas’ background in architecture has 
lead toa fascination with the use of space, so 
he “constructs” dances rather than“ creates” 
them. Currently based in Montreal, Douglas 
is part ofa movementin dance attempting to 
bring some sort of order to counter the Euro 
Crash method popularized by troupes like 
La LaLa Human Steps. The aggression feeds 
into the action, but the precision is so tightly 
wound that the audience only feels the en- 
ergy rather than the fear of broken limbs.

Iquickly hung up the phone on my unsus- 
pecting phone-mate and proceeded, as the 
very first person at the Con to have seen and 
recognised him, to ask him for an interview. 
Unlikeevery other Trek actor who’s appeared 
inE-Town since Patrick Stewart was here in 
1991, Dorn was kind enough to grant this 
eager Brother an interview. 

Dornisanimposing figure, but a kind and 
friendly man. My guess is that some of the 
crowd-hating instincts that many successful 
actors (understandably) acquire have never 
germinated in Dorn, largely because the 
current generation of TV viewers doesn’t 
know what his human, non-made-up face 
looks like. 

His kind, smile-squinted eyes, his grey- 
fringed temples and goatee are so far from 
his alter-ego that were it not for his near- 
superhuman stature and crisp, almost 
Robeson-esque articulation, one might never 
guess that he is the man who has made 
“Worf” a household name. 

We've seen you rise to prominence on Star 
Trek, you've become a permanent fixture in 
American and even global culture because of 
television: did you ever expect this kind of thing 
fohappen in your career?

Also, it’s opened up a lotta avenues in 
terms of for—you know, I’m a pilot, and it’s 
opened up a lotta avenues in terms of going 
to air shows, and getting VIP seats, and

We've got an emerging Africentric theatre in 
the United States, or cinema, people like Spike 
Lee, the Hughes Brothers... do you have any 
desires to work with this up-and-coming group? 

Yes and no. My whole career, I’ve always 
been cast in non-ethnic roles. I never was 
able to get the street-wise con or the Eddie 
Murphy types or any of that stuff, and basi- 
cally it served me well because these are the 
roles [Worf] that I get, and there are roles out 
there like that. 

I would enjoy working with these direc- 
tors, just from an artistic stand point, but I 
don’t think that’s the direction of my career. 
Ithink my careeris going ina more, sort of— 
I hate to say it, but just sorta—not-ethnic, 
sort of, guys, who were there, who’ve kind of 
clawed their way up through the upper- 
middle class, you know what I mean? 
[laughs] But I’ve always wanted to work 
with Spike Lee. I think he’s brilliant—a bril- 
liant film-maker. So that’s one of my things. 
And Ive met him a couple of times.

Following in the same footsteps of great 
bands such as Breathe or Bros from the later 
eighties (I know you all remember), is Curt 
Smith, formerly of Tears for Fears, with his 
new album Soul on Board. Of course, he can’t 
be expected to keep up with the high stan- 
dards setby the big eighties hits.

With a new 
sound, Smith uses the full range of instru- 
ments and arrangements to create what I 
guess could be called somewhat timeless 
music. 

Sure, Soul On Board can be said to have a 
rhythm that makes your toes tap but that’s 
aboutall. Basically it’s something that would 
be played on light radio stations that create 
background music to whatever you may be 
doing. Nothing grabs your attention. 

Most of the songs on Curt Smith’s new 
album are generally ballads, giving the al- 
bum an overall mellow (or laid-back or what- 
ever you wish to call it) feeling. Probably the 
catchiest tune would be ‘I Will Be There,’ 
which is full of dramatic crescendos and 
keyboards. 

As for the lyrics, they deal mainly with 
matters of the heart. Ya, I know it’s all sweet, 


but what more can be said that hasn’t al- 
ready been said. The consolation with this is 
Smith’s soft, smooth singing voice which is 
diverse and has somewhat of a haunting 
effect. 

If any of this appeals to you, I recommend 
Curt Smith’s Soul On Board. If it doesn’t, then

This album is unspectacular, annoying 
and depressing. 

Looking at the cover and the title, Sonnets 
and Parables, written in fancy calligraphic 
script, I got the impression that the music 
would bea Stingesque collection of cool pop 
dark pretentious poetry rock. 

I was wrong. 

By definition, a sonnet is a poem intended 
to be sung or read to music and a parable is 
a short tale or fable told to show some moral 
point. 

Unfortunately, I found neither poetry nor 
discussion of morality here. 

The first song starts off with some really 
screechy electronic noise and it doesn’t im- 
prove from there. All the tracks sound the 
same. Confusing and pointless. Some of them 
are tolerable but others sound like some 
guys got together to jam in a factory filled 
with machines making heavy industrial 
smashing noises in the background. The 
vocals alone are largely forgettable and 
mostly unintelligible. I would say this is 
definitely not Grammy material. 

Their choice of instruments and style — 
poetry sung to mandolin, banjo, guitar and 
percussion— was a really neat idea and I do 
commend them for at least being able to put 
this out. As musicians, they come across as 
very well-practised. As songwriters, their 
talent is mediocre. They would be more 
successful if they limited themselves to pure 
instrumentalism or if they just published a 
pamphlet of their poetry. When those two 
are combined it shows them as a group of 
great potential and promise but which 
doesn’t achieve the best of its abilities. 

I would save your $20 from this one and 
listen to CJSR instead. At least that has more 
variety and talent, and besides, it’s also free.

A 
line from my favourite Green Day song and 
very appropriate in this case seeing as I’ve 
about worn this tape out in the few days that 
I've had it. Ireally thought I was finally over 
them. Green Day is like ex-sex, all it took 
was one song and that was it. NowI’mright 
back where I started. 

After releasing two albums on Berkeley’s 
Lookout Records (39/Smooth and Kerplunk), 
Billie Joe, Tre Cool and Mike have finally 
graduated to the big league. Thankfuily 
they haven’t lost any of their adolescent 
pop-punk sound or the DIY ethics that got 
them there. Kerplunk was recorded for a 
measly thousand bucks (by singing lead and 
backup vocals at the same time) and broke 
all sales records for Lookout. 

Dookie is arguably their best album to 
date (though still prefer 39/Smooth ), atleast 
production wise. It’s a veritable anthem for 
post-teen frustration. More of the same tight 
drumming, big fat power chords, and vocal 
harmonies so characteristic of the Southern 
California punk scene, kind of a Bad Reli- 
gion without the political correctness. The 
songs are short, fast (14 of them in 39 min- 
utes), and cynical as ever. More hooks and 
change ups than you could shake a stick at 
(evena real big one). Is there really any need 
fora tune tobe longer than 180 seconds? The 
Ramones (one two three four) didn’t think 
so and neither does Green Day. 

Song topics are typical of us twenty- 
something kids. Boredom, apathy, girl prob- 
lems. “My mother says to get a job, but she 
doesn’t like the one she’s got, when 
masturbation’s lost its fun, you’re fucking 
breaking” they sing on“ Longview.” Perma- 
nently “seventeen and strung out on confu- 
sion” on “Coming Clean.” “Pulling Teeth” 
is “ puntry music.” Remember that invented 
this term when it sweeps the country. 

One listen and you'll be humming Green 
Day tunes for the rest of the day, guaranteed.

In the pits, Bears all-star Ran 
Huget is looking for gold at the end 
of the runway as he promises to be 
a force on the infield in the long and 
triple jumps. He will be challenged 
by Toronto’s Volker Seitz in the 
triple, and Western’s Trevino Betty 
in the long jump. 

The Mustangs’ Kelly Dinsmore 
will be up against Alberta’s own 
western MVP Esther Medema in 
the long jump as Medema com- 
petes in the best of her five events. 

The shot put will be a grunt fest 
as Bears shotputting hope Chris 
Begg will stalk into the circle along 
with the Bisons’ Nicholas Pauletto. 

The strongest point of the Bisons 
women’s program is their shot put, 
with five athletes in the top nine. 

The pole vault rankings indicated 
abattle forsilveras Canadian record 
holder Doug Wood of York hasbeen 
toomuchto handle for years against 
collegiate competition.

Bears T & F ready to challenge

Grueling 400m repeats. Endless 
sets of weights. Day after day of 
aerobic abuse meted out by de- 
manding coaches. The University 
of Alberta Galden Bears track team 
often ask themselves why they put 
themselves through these daily hell 
sessions. The answer will be found 
this weekend at the U of A’s 
Butterdome Pavilion in the jump- 
ing pits, the throwing circles, and 
on the track’s homestretch. 

The Bears are hosting the nation’s 
best this weekend atthe CIAU Track 
and Field Nationals on their home 
turf, and they are prepared. 

“It’s going to be a dandy week- 
end,” says distance workhorse Neil 
Chomos, whose efforts will figure 
prominently in the Bears’ fortunes. 

“This is definitely one of the big- 
gest meets of my life,” remarks the 
1988 World Junior team member. 
“It’s my first and last CIAU, and it’s 
at home.” 

Going into the meet Chomos is 
ranked third in the 600m, fourth in 
the 1000m, and will anchor the 
4X400m and 4X800m relays. De- 
spite the heavy slate of events, 
Chomos is ready to pay the price. 

“I don’t care what kind of num- 
bers anyone else is posting, when it 
comes to the crunch, I'll be there. 
AllI want from my teammates is to 
get the relay baton in contention.” 

Points in the race for the team 
title are weighted more heavily in 
the relay events than individual 
events. The significance of this is 


not lost on fellow multiple-relay 
man David Stewart. 

“We're by no means guaranteed 
a medal in the the 4X800—we’re 
going to have to run our asses off,” 
says Stewart, one of the returnees 
from last year’s national champion 
4X800.

“We're going for the medals. The 
question is, what color?” 

Stewart and Chomos will be 
joined by Craig Sully, also compet- 
ingin the 600m, and heralded rookie 
Kevin Olsen. Olsen has come on 
strongly inrecent meets after spend- 
ing most of the season in the bleach- 
ers with knee problems, and will be 
counted on to lead off the 4X800m 
in dominating fashion. 

The 4X200m relay team “has gone 
through hell this season” according 
to veteran Jude Spiers. Injuries to 
key members have decimated the 
original squad, but the currentteam 
is still ranked third in the nation, 
and could challenge for top spot. 

Individual event leaders include 
jumper Canada West MVP Ran 
Huget, who will vie for titles in the 
long and triple jumps. Darcy 
Molstad is ranked second in the

Quality First: 


Dealing with the Proposals

The two main Quality First recom- 
mendations that concern the mem- 
bers of the Faculty of Education are 
the proposed 25% reduction in fund- 
ing for the faculty over the next three 
years and the proposal that educa- 
tion adopi a two-plus-two program. 

Dean of Education Harvey Zingle 
told Chalk that he is shocked by the 


proposal because he had as- 


believes that the decision reveals a 
“lack of wisdom” on behalf of the 
President and Vice-Presidentbecause 
academics under contract cannot be 
fired. He added that if the cuts came 
over five to seven years, then it might 
be possible to avoid firing academ- 
ics, but not if the cuts are over three 
years. 

Taking such a large cut will also 


mean larger class sizes, a reduction 
in available classes, and a reduction 
in positions for graduate students. 
This move juxtaposes the results of a 
recent faculty survey, which expresses 
the need for more practical experi- 
ence, more one-on-one exposure, 
and more instruction-related courses

sumed that the faculty would 
be asked to take a 15% reduc- 
tion. U of A President Paul 
Davenport and Vice-President 
Academic John McDonald had 
originally asked faculty mem- 
bers if they would accept the 
15% reduction, which is about 
three percent higher than the 
average across-campus cut. 
The faculty agreed to accept 
the 15%, but they were met 
with a 25% cut anyway. 
Zingle said that the faculty 
will fight the cut because they 
see no reason why Education 
is being hit so hard, and be- 
cause the 25% over three years 
would mean that teachers 
would have to be fired.

Chalk had the good fortune to speak to Larry 
Booi, chairman of the committee that drafted 
the immensely popular Trying to Teach docu- 
ment, in an exclusive interview. 

For those unfamiliar with Trying to Teach, it 
is a document that presents the opinions of 
more than 3 000 Alberta teachers, superinten- 
dents, deans of faculties of education, and 
other educators. These opinions were directed 
toward some of the recent school implementa- 
tions such as integration, results-based curricu- 
lum, program continuity, continuous progress, 
individual education plans, external testing, 
and portfolio assessment. 

The document revealed some disturbing reali- 
ties about current teaching practice. Teachers 
generally feel overwhelmed by the number of 
expectations imposed on them by the above 
implementations. Central to this point is the idea 
that, though the theory behind the implementa- 
tions may be sound, teacher understanding of 
how they are to be carried out is lacking, as is the 
time and energy required of the teachers who 
are forced to put the policies into practice. 

Trying to Teach ends with two recommenda- 
tions: that a comprehensive position on behalf 
of all of the teachers who responded be stated,

and that an action plan for carrying this posi- 
tion through to the schools be drafted. The 
document that follows through with the above 
recommendations is to be released Tuesday, 
March 8, and is titled Trying to Teach: Neces- 
sary Conditions. 

Larry Booi stated that this son of Trying to 
Teach expresses three main points: schools 
should be more collegial enterprises; we need 
toturn away from a “top-down” administrative 
model; and teacher expectations need limita- 
tions. Booi believes that the new document may 
be surprising to many because rather than 
taking a “leave-teachers-alone” viewpoint, it 
expresses the belief that leaving teachers alone 
“perpetuates isolationism that might create real 
problems.” 

The first main idea within Necessary Condi- 
tions is that, rather than having a situation 
where teachers’ needs are not expressed, where 
professional development is episodic, and 


- where instruction is strictly classroom-based, 


teachers should work like a “community.” In 
that community, a teacher’s needs can be 
identified, professional development is ongo- 
ing and shared, and instruction procedures are 
school-based. 

The second main idea is that authoritarian 
decision-making usually fails in the classroom 
because the administrators are removed from 
the classroom. Examples in the document 
reveal administrators’ lack of a practical un- 
derstanding of the classroom. They show how 
program continuity and external testing actu- 
ally clash with one another. Booi believes these 
things are bound to happen unless teachers are 
given more say in what should happen in their 
classrooms. 

The final point expressed in Necessary Con- 
ditions states that teachers are being asked to 
do too much at once. Booi noted that a 
distinction needs to be made between various

needs of the student and which agent will — 
provide for those needs. Currently, teachers a 
act as “nurses, doctors, family counselors, and 
lunch providers,” when they are supposed to 
be acting as agents for learning. The new 
document proposes a system in which the — 
school is the site for delivering services like 
health care and counseling, but where teachers 
are not the agents of delivery. The agents could 
be coordinated with the school while teachers 
remain committed to “teaching for learning.” 

Booi expressed that Trying to Teach: Neces- 
sary Conditions is “part of a dialogue, not the 
lastword.” He also wanted to make itclear that 
the documentis not feeding into charter schools. 
In fact, Booi believes that charter schools create 
“educational islands,” where too much power 
is given to parents and trustees. Another 
important point is that although parents havea 
right to input and information, teachers are the 
ones with the right to make professional deci 
sions. 

Booi is not unaware of the impact the recent 
educational cuts will have on how an action 
plan can be developed. As one of his cok 
leagues joked, perhaps this new document 
should have been called Trying to Teach: With 
20% Less.

for education students. 

Harvey Zingle and Al Macay, as- 
sociate dean of planning for the fac- 
ulty, are also in opposition to the 
President’s recommendation that 
education turn to a two-plus-two pro- 
gram. The faculty is not opposed to 
the two-plus-two program itself; 
rather, they are opposed to the Presi- 


dent and Vice-President’s attempt to 
involve themselves in the academic 
decision-making process of their fac- 
ulty. The University Act states that the 
President and Vice-President have 
no authority to make academic deci- 
sions for faculties. 

Though Zingle is not happy with 
recent events, he is “fairly optimistic 


that sanity and logic will prevail. . . 
that the university community will say 
that what the faculty has done in the 
past has worked.” He reminds us 
that our education faculty is the best 
in Canada. As for the next school 
year, no major changes will be made 
since the budget set for ‘94-’95 had 
been based on the original 15% re- 
duction. Zingle stated that most of 
the reduction in spending will result 
from retirements. 

Macay said that twelve teams com- 


posed of department faculty, educa- 
tion students, practicum associates, 
and members of other faculties are 
working on implementations for Sep- 
tember 1994. Among the changes 
will be a greater emphasis on coor- 
dinating courses and increasing com- 
munication among professors, de- 
creasing repetitive content, and in- 
creasing some content areas that stu- 
dents feel they are missing, such as 
classroom management, assessment, 
and integrating students with differ- 


ent needs. Macay encourages stv: 
dents to stay hopeful and wants stu: 
dents to know that faculty members 
are trying to make things better.

He felt that the 
move might make it better for schools that have 
not received fair funding, but that it may be 
disastrous for some of the northern schools to 
operate if the government does not consider the 
higher cost of running the schools. 

Pinkney also feels that both the government's 
collection of taxes and their hiring of superin- 
tendents will make the school boards less re- 
sponsive to people. He does not like the idea 
that the government is taking over control of the 
districts and he feels that more public input is 
needed. However, he did like the fact that 
school boards will be required to meet certain 
guidelines, that schools will be given more 
direction, and that there will likely be no signifi- 
cant effect on the quality of education. 
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Prejudice in Academe

At a recent public forum to discuss the 
~ document “Quality First,” a professor from 
the Faculty of Arts uttered some very de- 
meaning remarks about the academic com- 
petence of students in the Faculty of Educa- 
tion. He basically equated their level of 
knowledge with that of kindergarten-age 
children. 

Had the professor’ s derogatory remarks 
been directed at a racial group or a gen- 
der group, the 
prejudicial nature 
of the statements 
would have been 
immediately per- 
ceived by the au- 
dience as being 
offensive, and 
ruled out of or- 
der. However, this did not happen. Why? 

Is it because we are not sensitized to 
recognize prejudice, bias, and discrimina- 
tion against individuals within a particular 
discipline or an academic area of en- 
deavor? In trying to explain why the 
professor’s remarks are so offensive, | dis- 
covered that there is no word to describe 
the kind of objectionable stereotyping which 
his comments exemplified. | will use the 
coined term “disciplinism” to refer to atti- 
tudes, comments, and actions which target 
specific academic disciplines in a prejudi- 
cial or discriminatory fashion.

Ifa profes- 
sor believes that a particular subset of stu- 
dents is intellectually inferior, how fairly can 
he conduct his class and grade papers, 
assignments, and exams? Will students be 
intimidated and demeaned by degrading 
or insulting remarks? Will their grades 
suffer because of unjustifiable negative pre- 
conceptions? How can students do their 
best in such a chilly academic climate?
